and Hardly Able to Make 


Interest on Debt.

PEKING, China, (By Mail,—"With- 


in a year the Chinese railroads will, 
•possibly, have enough money to buy 


_axle grease!' ' 
That etatement was made to me by 


an American who holds one of the 
highest positions in the Chinese rail- 
roads-service.- -He-isn't ready to-come 
home 
yet, so I must withhold his 


name. 


"This year." he said, "the Chinese 


railroads 
will pay the interests on 


their debts. Next year they can't 
even do that. Rolling stock is sot be- 
ing replenished 
or even repaired. 


Equipment is going to the 
bad at 


breakneck speed. Two-thirds of the 
locomotives 
and half the cars, both 


freight and passenger, were ruined in 
.the last Chinese "war". It was a joke 
as wars go—but it was terrible on the 
railroads. There were about twenty 
brand-new American'Iccomotives, just 
out from Phi'ade'.phia, the last word 
in railroad ens nes. Wu Pei Fu got 
some of 'em and Ch r.g-tso-Lin got the 
others. .Fires were kept under the 
boilers of those engines for twenty- 
seven days and nights' They ran 'em 
without a rest, day ar.d night for al- 
most a month. You can imagine what 
they are worn now. T'=:ey are worth 
exactly their croi_s weight in junk. 
And nobody i; icsponsibie—because 
there is no government! The engines 
are net paid for—and who is there 
from whom to collect? The "Em- 
peror?" He isn't responsible. And 
besides he's b.oke. The "President"? 
It wasn't his fault. And he's broke 
too. 
General .Chang? He swears 


General Wu. did .'it. General Wu? He 
puts the blame on. Chang. Sun Yat 
Sen? Wetl.: if you could'find him, 
he'd 
be broke too. So, there you are 


—and 
the railroads go broke next 


year!''

CHAMP STRAPHANGER'S CAUSE 


Five-Cent Fare Is Sought in District 


of Colombia. ; 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 8.—-The cause 


of the great American straphanger is 
to be championed anew in congress.

since the war to get car fares back 
to something like the pre-war level 
are watching with much interest the 
fight that Is being waged in congress 
to bring back 5 cent fare in the Dis- 
trict ot Columbia. 

Ten- 
nessee, said today. Is just beginning, 
in spite of the setback he and other 
advocates of lower fares sustained 
tho other day. McKeliar announced 
he would soon present two measures 
upon which congress will be put on 
record as to,whether it stand? with 
the great army of automobile-less 
straphangers, or with the street car 
companies aad other public ultiltles 
corporations. These measures are: 
I—Providing that the street car 
shall not be allowed to charge a rate 
of fare higher than that fixed in their 
companies In the District x>f Columbia 
original charters, namely 5 cents, 
with free transfers. 


2—Abolishing the public utilities 
commission In the district, which now 
flses the rates of fare. 
"If that does not work," said Mo- 


Kellar. "1 would favor government 
ownership and operation of the street 
railway lines. I sin not In favor of 
public ownership as a general thing, 
but rather than see the people of the 
District or of any c3tr in the country 
saddled with the burden of extra car 
fare, wb<?n there 5s no real reason for 
It, 1 would favor that tie lines be op- 
erated for, by and in the benefit of the 
public." 
Car fare an Washington is 3 cents. 


That means aa add-e-d burden of $1.50 
a month lor every regular pairon of 
tt»c lines, McKellar said.

Stationery may not always be an 


Infallible guide-to a person's breeding, 
but it certainly goes a long way to 
prove good taste. When I receive a 
letter from a person whom I have 
never,seen I usually get a pretty fair 
Idea of what to expect of them in this 
matter. My judgment may not always 
prove accurate, but in the majority of 
cafes it has. 
For instance, take the men or 


women 
whose stationery is highly 


colored or heavily engraved or crested 
—usually they can be counted on to 
be at least slightlx overdressed. 


In fact, I know of any number of 


such examples. One person I have in 
mind doesn't stop at lavender note 
paper with purple edging, but has a 
gorgeous crest stamped in heavy pur- 
ple ink in the center of the paper. 


Altho a- coat of arms is foreign, if 


it has been inherited and In the fam- 
ily for generations, then one has a 
right to use it even in America, but 
where people ape this custom merely 
fo seek an effect it is unpardonable. 


As for this particular purple crest, 


it might interest my readers to know 
that it meant nothing more than in- 
genuity on the part of the artist who 
designed it. The creation was achieved 
by borrowing the English lions and a 
certain portion of a well known civic 
crest of a German city. The whole 
can well be imagined. No duke ever 
had a more impressive armorial 
bearing. 


A lady's personal stationery should 


be conservative in color and stamp- 
Ing. 
In my opinion, plain white, 


cream or gray is in the best style. If 
it is to be used by one person exclu- 
sively it may be monogrammed, but if 
it is to be used by other members of 
the family it is best to have the ad- 
dress stamped in black or a dark color 
on the first page. It is also proper 
now to have the telephone number 
stamped directly under the address in 
smaller type—like this: 


000 Fifth Avenue 
Telephone Lenox 1224 


A man's stationery should also be 


conservative and preferably white, 
altho gray or granite is permissible. 
Both the note paper and envelope 
should be large and stamped In the 
simplest possible manner. 


Only young girls are permitted gay 


envelope linings which are so much 
In use now, but older women should 
use only the conservative colors I have 
already mentioned. The engraving on 
a young girl's stationery should be In 
keeping with the lining of the en- 
velope. 
The true requirements of all per- 


sonal stationery are that the quality 
of the paper and envelope be good, 
the color conservative, and the shape 
of the envelope In good taste. Oddly 
folder or cut envelopes are always In 
bad taste and should be avoided. 


Of course there is Quite a distinc- 


tion between personal stationery and 
plain stationery that one* sends out 
with bills or uses for short business 
or semi-business correspondence. This 
paper may be quite cheap, a single 
sheet about six inches wide by seven 
long, and the name, address and tele- 
phone number may be printed small 
in a dark colored Ink In the center 
of the paper, thus: 


JULIA HOTT

Ba>slde. N T. 
Tel. R-180 


This Is not only economical but Is In 
good taste for the purpose. 


Country house stationery may be 


quite gay; that is, it may be a good 
blue, gray, buff or any other inoffen- 
sive shade. At the moment there is a 
vogue for this sort of note paper. Be- 
sides being colored it may also have 
a small but gay design alongside of 
the address, somewhat like this: 


BRIAR MANOR (center of page) 


On the left side, beneath this, there 
might be a small picture of a train 
with the name of the railroad under it 
A picture of a letter ready to post 
would indicate' the address, and beside 
a telephone pole with its wires could 
be given the phone call. 


Personal Visiting Cards. 


Everyone knows of the necessity of 


a personal visiting card, and even chil- 
dren ought to have them, since proper 
training should begin early. But the 
question is, what constitutes good 
taste in visiting cards? 
First, I. want to say that all visiting 


cards are engraved, and stamped In 
black.on white unglazed brlstolboard 
of varying thickness, depending on 
personal preference. "With children's 
cards it is different and almost any 
novelty card is quite all right Some- 
times they have vari-colored borders 
and letterings and at other times they 
are plain with the exception of a tiny 
design. 


The usual lady's card Is about two 


to two and three-quarters Inches high 
by two and three-quarters to three and 
one-half inches wide. But of course the 
size may vary with changing taste. 


A young girl's card is usually 


smaller than her elders' but similarly 
engraved. 


A gentleman's card should be long 


and narrow. 


Personal cards should always have 


the address engraved in smaller type 
Jin the lower right hand corner, unless 
'the person happens to reside' in 
small community where everyone. In- 
i eluding the postman, knows where 
' everyone else lives. 
| Initials should never appear on the 
• personal visiting card. If the name Is 
.too,long it is advisable to drop the un- 
necessary or the least used name 
, rather than use fti»faT«- 


Where a double card Is used by mar- 
ried people it should read: 


Mr. mad llnu Horace Bnma 


and in the lower right hand corner 
the address. Plain "Mr. and Mrs. 
Brown" is used only by the lead of the 
family. For instance, Mrs. Cornelius 
tVaaderbilt ST., need not use her hus- 
band's initials or Christian name. She 
| Is the bead of the family and therefore 
i "the" Mrs. VanderbHt. And an the rest 
of the family must use the husband's 
Christian name. 


A widow should always continue to 


use her husband's Christian name en- 
graved on her cards and should be ad- 
dressed that way. She is always Mrs. 
Horace Brown 
and Mrs. Mildred 


Brown only in legal matters. 


It is customary that a young girl af- 


ter she has passed sixteen use "Miss" 
before her name. A young boy puts 
"Mr." before his name after he leaves 
school. A man's card should always 
read "Mr. Horace Brown" and not 
merely "Horace Brown."

STOCKHOLDERS VOTE TO 00 OUT 


OF BUSINESS. 


Assets to Be Sold and Place Closed 


—New Club May Arise—Stock- 


holders Get Nothing. 


The Lincolnshire club will go out of 


buMness in a few days. Meals will be 
served for a bhort time only. The 
fumiture and lixtures will be offered 
for Hale, and the club will go into 
liquidation. 
. This was decided upon at a special 
meeting o£ the stockholders held in 
the club rooms on Twelfth street on 
Wednesday evening. 
A full report 


was made of the operations of the 
last seven months. It was shown that 
when the club became embarrassed 
last July it wafa in debt to the amount 
ot about $7,000. More than one hun- 
dred of the members volunteered' to 
pay an assessment of $15 each to help 
out the finances. 
July and August 


were dull months. The business just 
about broke even in September, Octo- 
ber and November. In December an 
unaccountable falling off in business 
took place, due to the holidays or to 
the influenza or to some other cause 
that could not be located. When Jan- 
uary showed no improvement it was 
felt necessary to lay the situation be- 
fore the stockholders. 
It was found that the current llablli; 


tics of-the club are ?8,179.38. Thi 
current assets, cash in bank, bills re- 
ceivable and supplies on hand amount 


- to ?1,555.47. 
The capital stock is 


owned by 464 members of the com- 
pany, the total amount issued being 
124,500. The cost of the equipment, 
furniture, pictures, and so forth, was 
$20,579.17. Its present value as de- 
preciated by an appraisal committee 
is placed at $18,229.87. It was stated 
that if the plant can be sold for as 
much as $7,000 the creditors will be 
paid in full but that nothing will be 
lett for the stockholders. 
A pronounced sentiment was evi- 


denced in favor of continuing the club 
on some basis of reorganization. C. 
Petrus Peterson, who presided, ex- 
plained that the nature of the existing 
company which is not a club but a 
business corporation, seemed an in- 
surmountable obstacle to any such 
plans. It was suggested that a new 
club be formed to take over the busi- 
ness, but such program was deemed, 
beyond the province of the meeting. 
The only thing to do, it was pointed 
out, was" to keep the club up by secur- 
ing money from the stockholders or 
to turn it over to the creditors and 
go out of business. This it was un- 
animously voted to do. In contrast to 
the meetings held last summer, the 
proceedings were harmonious. A vote 
was unanimously passed thanking 
Miss Eva Thompson for her services 
in managing the club since the reor- 
ganization without remuneration. . 


A group of business 
and 
profes- 


sional men outside of the Lincolnshire 
have been_ considering the desirabil- 
ity of organizing a new club. Thomas 
Woods, Earl Campbell .and O. R. 
Martin were mentioned as represent- 
ing this element. It is hoped that 
they-may bid on the equipment. 


A committee representing the credi- 


tors was present. Following the meet- 
ing they suggested thatjt might be 
desirable to continue serving meals 
for the present The matter was left 
with the understanding that the busi- 
ness would be kept in operation pend- 
ing development. So far as the stock- 
holders are concerned, they wish to 
be releived of all responsibility in the 
next few days.

SANTIAGO, Chile,

Working with an optimistic energy, 
the residents of the districts stricken 
by this disastrous earthquake, shocks 
and tidal waves of last November are 
rapidly pushing ' the task of recon- 
struction. 


Reports from the zone which suf- 


fered so heavily indicate that, encour- 
aged and materially aided by the gov- 
ernment and outside agencies, the 
people are philosophically taking their 
losses and rebuilding.

VERY time something is wrong with yon. yon feel 
sure it is thc most unwelcome ailment possible. 
Boils are in this class- The worst thing about a 


boil is the thought that others will follow the first. They 
rarely occur singly. "Crops" oC boils arc the rule. 


There are some special varieties of boils. It is not 


uncommon, for instance, to have a boil in the ear. This 
is often a vary painful experience, 


I have noticed that aoral -boils—that is. car boils- 


arc frequently met during Lent. Persons v.ho indulge 
in all the activities, late hours, loss of sleep, untimely 
dinners, midnight suppers and other diversions of "so- 
cietv" are apt to have a let-down by the time quiet 
L«nten days arrive. Powers of resistance are lowered, and thc system is 
ready to pick up any infection which may happen along.

Let Many Go. 


They say that I have let many good 


players go. I have. But I have never 
yet discovered any plan by which a 
manager can get a crack player with- 
out giving up a good one in exchange. 
I may have a crack player who is not 
absolutely necessary to the machinery 
of my club. 
I will trade him in a 


minute if I see a chance to get the one 
man who completes the cogs for my 
machine. 


Often the New York club has been 


accused of buying the pennant. 
Fans 


have wondered how it is that 
the 


Giants were able to get any player 
they went after while other teams 
could not do so. You will notice, how- 
ever, that we never got a man without 
giving up something valuable in re- 
turn. 


I noticed in 1907 that several of my 


players were slipping. The first Indi- 
cation of that is in the legs. When I

A 
young ball player can gain much 
knowledge of baseball by simply sit- 
ting on the bench, going in occasion- 
ally as a substitute, and thus absorb- 
ing the finer points—the atmosphere 
of the big leagues. 


Among these youngsters were Her- 


zog, Merkle, Gowdy and later Fletcher 
and Doyle. 


Hank From Texas. 


Gowdy came to us from the Dallas 


club of the Texas league where he 
played first base. He was- frequently 
around the hotel with us while we 
were playing exhibition games there 
Saturday and Sundays.

Arthur P. S. Hyde in his talk before 
the Lions club Thursday in which he 
told something of the history of the 
project from the time it was conceived 
by Spanish adventurers

teenth century. 
Balboa first com- 


plained of the arduous task of cross- 
ing the isthmus of Panama, and for 
tour hundred years thereafter it was 
a crossioads of world traffic. First 
settled by Spaniards, the canal zone 
now harbors a native population of 
mixed 
Spanish, Indian 
and negro 


blood, that has lived entirely off pass- 
ing traffic, never developing the re- 
sources of the country. A Scotch in- 
vasion some two hundred years ago 
added a new strain and new names 
that have cropped out in the ruling 
classes of the country under the new 
dispensation. 


Rev. Mr. Hyde told of the railway 


concession granted 
to three Ameri- 


cans in 1849, and the road that car- 
ried gold seekers across the isthmus, 
a scant fifty miles by iail, tor $25. The 
fare today 'is five cents a mile, but 
not over the same track. The project 
of the French engineer, de Lesseps, 
and the aoortive attempts to buiid a 
canal, covered a period fiom 1882 to 
1899, when another Frenchman "sold" 
the idea to the United States, and 
later sold the French investment for 
a mere salvage piice of $40,000,000,

man,

able to relate 


some details of the latest phase of 
canaj history before the actual build- 
ing.

If you desire to observe how curious some men's

Ministers have been numerous 
enough to secure the passage in the house that exempts ' 
them from payment of lull fare on the railroads it the 
railroads will sell to them at a reduced rate 
This 


rrivilege is at the expense of the rest of the people 
who must make up whatever deficiency in raihoad rev- 
enues results. 


Farmer members seriously argued the other day that 


It was only fair to the farmer who sent his child to the 
town high school that he should pay only the addi- 
tional cost made necessary by his attendance. 
They 


argued that where there were only a few farmers' off- 
spring in a town school it did not take any more heat, 
janitor service, floor space, teachers and supervision 
than before they came. They were not willing to paj 
the proportionate share or on the basis of per capita 
cost. The other day the house passed a bill which 
seeks to compel small town telephone companies. to 
keep on serving the public whether they are losing or 
making money, a manifest impossibility under the con 
stitutional provision that protects -private propeity 
from confiscation. 


The old Adam sticks out in all of us. The case of 


the Omaha hotels up before the state railway commis- 
sion in a few days is one in point. The commission 
gave them the option of continuing to charge the old 
message rate on outbound local calls, which is 5 cents, 
or of charging 10 cents. In the matter of the lower 
rate the hotel coiupany guaranteed no certain return to 
the telephone company, but in the higher rate it did 
What did they do? They started in to charge the 10 
cent rate because they got 50 per cent of it and only 
25 per cent of the 5 cent rate. After which they posted 
cards expressing regret at having to make this in- 
crease, but stating that a compelling outside influence 
forced them to do it. Funny, but quite natural!
